College  is  a  subject  which  is 
so  often  brought  to  the  attention 
of  high  school  students  that  we 
sometimes  tire  of  it.  It  is  ass¬ 
umed,  however ,  in  this  editorial 
that  the  importance  of  going  to 
college  is  already  realized.  This 
being  assumed,  it  is  of  next  im¬ 
portance  that  we  should  know  what 
college  we  are  going  to  and  whfet 
vocation  v/e  'will  prepare  for.  The 
younger  a  student  knows  what  vo¬ 
cation  he  will  follow,  the  younger 
he  knows  what  courses  he  wants  to 
take  in  high  school  and  college, 
and  the  younger  he  knows  what  col¬ 
lege  he  will  enter,  the  better 
will  he  be  fitted  to  enter  his 
chosen  vocation  when  the  time  com¬ 
es.  If  he  knows  all  this  at  a 
comparatively  early  age,  he  will 
be  able  to  direct  his  studies  and 
his  work  along  the  lines  which 
will  bring  him  the  greatest  amount 
of  knowledge  pertaining  to  his  fut¬ 
ure  profession. 

It  is  not  possible,  however,  for 
all  students  to  make  all  these  de¬ 
cisions  at  an  early  age.  It  often 
takes  a  great  deal  of  thought  and 
reflection  before  a  student  can 
discover  what  he  wants  to  do.  Jut, 
insofar  as  possible,  a  student 
should  endeavor  to  find  this  out. 

If  he  intends  to  go  to  college,  he 
should  write  for  the  catalogues  of 
various  colleges  and  uni verities 
which  appeal  to  him.  He  should 
study  these  catalogues  for  the  ad¬ 
vantages  and  disadvantages  of  the 
schools  which  they  represent.
